had beſtowed on his education. Col REHA received him entirety - - 
into his confidence, and was always his warm patron and friend. 
Ls Bü planned and promoted the“ Academy of Painting N 
and Sculpture at Paris,“ of which he was afterwards the Director 
aud Chancellor, The Italians, among whom he reſided for ix 
years, did him the henour to chuſe hum, though abſent, 
« Prince of the Atademy of St. Luke at Rome,“ A perfect 
painter exiſts only in idea; but Le Baux, taking him all in all, 
was one of the moſt learned and moſt eminent painters in the 
world. He was, above all others, a ſtrict obſeryer of hat the 
Italians call i cafumr. Nor was his merit confined to his pro- 
feſſion: he was emintutly killed in architecture, and poſſeſſed 
a vaſt inyentive genius, which would apply itſelf to arts of 
every Kind. He was “ Director of all the King's Artificers at 
the Goblin” (fo called from Giles Goblin, a noted filk-dyer) ; 
and amohg them; as the father of a family, he lived and died 
beloved. As he painted, he wrote on painting in-the- ſtyle of 
a maſter, Of his writings there are ſtill two admirable treatiſes

langes de Vigntul Marwille tells us, that when LER SEUEG died, 
LE BRU ſuffered the following words to eſcape him, Death 
has taken a great thorn out of my foot.“ M. De Pi ES, L 
very judicious critic, but moſt ſevere on LR BRUN, mentions, 
among other things, that his allegories, though very ingenious, 
are enigmatical, becauſe not taken from antiquity and medals, - 
Lewis XIV. made LA BRU his chief painter, and diſtinguiſhed 
him with his fayour and munificence to the end of his life.

without ſtanding the firſt encounter. But their 
foot repulſed the ſame body of horſe, in three 
ſucceſſive charges, with great order and reſolu- 
tion. While this was tranſacting, the Britiſh
